lu  the  Sunday  School  lesson  for  May  the 
7tli  subject  ‘‘Uutiah,  King  of  Judah,  Hum 
bled,”  the  Pilgrim  Teacher  is  credited  with 
the  following: 

' ' L'uiah  became  very  angry  and  very 
likely  bis  beat  caused  the  Isprosy  iu  hi* 
blood  to  break  out.  We  arc  told  in  lesson 
text  11  Chrou.  26:20  that  the  Ix»rJ  bad 
smitten  him. ' The  Pilgrim  Teacher  seems 
to  think  that  it  might  not  have  been  a mir- 
acle. Smoe  the  germ  of  the  disease  was 
already  in  his  blood  aud  Uiuuah  *'  becoming 
angry  very  likely  the  heat  caused  the  lep- 
rosy to  break  out.” 

Of  courae^-we  are  not  informed  as  to  the 
exact  temperature  of  L’xxiah.  Fewr  ther- 
mometers, supjKised  to  not  be  in  use  at 
that  lime,  though  the  temperature  might 
have  been  very  high,  it  would  still  be  a 
mere  supposition  as  to  whether  an  elevation 
of  temperature  would  cause  latent  leproay 
to  break  out.  Aud  if  it  lie  admitted  that 
if  there  really  were  several  degrees  eleva- 
tion of  temperature  m this  case,  or  consid- 
erable fever,  King  Uaziah,  would  it  seems, 
be  more  likely  found  in. bed  rather  than  in 
the  temple  contending  with  the  priests 
Now,  it  may  lie  claimed  by  the  Pilgrim 
Teacher  that  the  word  heat  was  used  in 
a figurative  sense  and  was  not  intended  to 
convey  the  idea  of  real  heat  but  that  l *• 
/.iab  was  wroth.  In  either  ease,  where  do 
we  find  another  example  of  that  lieing  all 
exciting  cause  of  leprosy 

Verse  19.  Then  I'rxiah  was  wroth  and 
bail  H censer  in  Ins  hand  to  burn  incense 
and  while  be  was  wroth  with  the  prieata 
the  leprosy  even  rose  up  in  his  foreneait 
before  the  priests  in  the  house  of  the  ls»nl 
from  beside  the  incense  altar. 

Please  note  the  words  “tin-  leprosy  ev- 
en rose  up  in  his  forehead  before  the 
priests.”  Why  should  the  leprosy  appear 
in  Uzziah’s  forehead  rather  than  in  some 
other  placet  Was  that  an  accident?  1 
think  God  so  intended  it  so  that  the  priests 
would  first  discover  it  and  be  encouraged 
to  thrust  him  out  fnim  thence,  “yea.  him 
self  hasted  also  to  go  out  because  the  l^rd 
had  smitten  him—”  verse  2(1 

How  did  Uzziah  learn  then  that  he  was 
a lej*er  if  the  priest*  did  not  inform  him 
I think  it  is  a dangerous  thing  to  tam- 
per with  God’s  word  and  it  should  not  In- 
tolerated  in  our  denominational  literature. 
1 believe  we  will  always  find  it  at  least  a* 
easy  to  prove  that  it  is  a miracle  as  to 
prove  that  it  is  not.

Alabama  is  cursed  with  a number  of  cities. 
The  last  legislature  in  Alabama  wjas  very 
solicitous  in  the  reformation  of  t^e  boys 
both  white's  and  negroes,  they  appropriate^ 
money  for  these  reformatory  schools  and 
Mobile  has  a detention  school.  Would  it  not 
have  been  better  to  have  kept  the  salpou  out- 
lawed T It  is  better  to  build  a wall  in  front 
of  a precipice  than  to  build  a hospital  at  the 
bottom.  Their  course  is  like  they  were  at  a 
landing  of  a river  pulling  out  men  that  are 
floating  down  with  the  liquor  habit  formed, 
and  spending  money  reforming  rtn-in  while 
they  license  men  to  throw  them  in  at  the 
mouth  of  the  river  a thousand  times  faster 
Ilian  they  can  reform  them,  and  thus,-  they 
patch  up  they  have  the  saloon  to  tempt  them 
to  go  hack  to  their  rU|>a  These  saloons  when 
asked  to  stop  their  nefarious  work,  tel)  you 
the  legislature  legalizes  this  Imsimtis,  they 
pay  high  license  and  -'must  makei  all  the 
drunkards  they  can  and  the  hoys  and  young 
men  are  my  easiest  victims  You  wHl  have 
to  elect  a legislature  that  are  real  reform- 
ers that  will  give  you  hack  State  prohibi- 
tion, purify  the  fountain  head,  stop, the  sa- 
loon keepers  from  making  the  drhnkards. 
When  you  have  a saloon  ofl  every  corner, 
bated  with  free  lunch  the  drunkards  have  no 
chance  to  reform  and  the  boys  do  not  have 
an  even  chance  to  grow  up  to  be  sober,  in- 
dustrious citizens.

the  age  when  all  other  impression*  can  be 
given  through  the  physical  injpites^on  Let 
me  illustrate: 

A person  can  talk  to  a siliall  Ihild  an 
hour  about  an  elephant  and  in  the  child  has 
never  seen  an  elephant,  or  the  picture  of 
» one,  the  child  gets  no  clear  on  distin-'t  idea 
Hut  tack  the  [lieturr  of  an  eltjphnnt  on  the 
wall  and  point  to  it  ns  you  talk  about  it, 
and  the  child  gets  a clear  idci.  Ybu  have 
appealed  to  the  child’s  informed  mind 
through  the  well  formed  eye!  and.  so  yon. 
have  aeeompliahe  1 something.'  \Vhcn  a 
child.  I heard  a sermon  on  “ Who  y ill  roll 
the  stone  away!”  and  I got  n (very  <*<nfu*cd 
impression.  I had  seen  graves  - fond  a 
clear  idcH  of  graves-  but  th»|t  idea  Jdid  not 
include  stones  and  doors  and  lliingsjuf  that, 
sort.  Later,  when  I had  seen  a picture  of 
a tomb  naed  in  the  Millie  times.

Bible 
truths  the  vital  truth*  of  life,,  the  things 
men  and  women  must  get  coijrcr.tly  if  they 
are  1o  live  them  eorreetlt.  wi-  can’t  use  too 
much  care  and  study. 

If  we  could  deal  always  with  grepn.  ed- 
ucated people,  we  could  get  alongj  easily. 
But  children  and  the  uneducated  af--  hard 
to  reach.  We  must  always  be  realizing 
that  when  teaching  the  Bible  Vve  are  teach 
ing  the  vital  truths,  the  eternal  truths,  and 
we  must  teach  them  as  they]  should  be 
taught.  We  must  be  careful  that  no  one 
gets  a wrong  impression 

A man  with  a fine  education  ami  splen- 
did intellect  who  is  not  spiritual  minded 
and  who  makes  no  application  of  spiritual

ed  and  allowed  to  depart,  his  lips 
are  smeared  with  sweetened  water 
or  sweet  food  of  some  kind  is 
placed  upon  his  mouth  in  order 
that  when  he  goes  into  the  spirit 
world  he  will  give  a good  report. 
It  is  he  who  has  been  reverenced 
all  the  year  and  holds,  I am  told 
the  most  important  place  in  the 
religious  life  of  the  people.  For 
this  reason  he  may  be  considered 
the  most  important  of  all  their 
numerous  gods.  During  this 
week  preceding  the  Chinese  New 
Year  the  homes  are  without  such 
a god,  and  next  Monday  a new 
one  for  the  coming  year  will  be 
put  in  the  accustomed  place  and 
worship  of  it  will  immediately  be- 
gin. New  gods  have  been  on 
sale  on  the  streets  for  the  past 
three  weeks  and  I purchased 
some  at  one-half  cent  eacn. 


The  famine  is  about  five  hun- 
dred miles  to  the  southwest  of  u*. 
The^e  are  three  million  people  af- 
fected, with  thousands  starving 
at  the  present  time.  The  crops 
failed  the  past  season  principally 
on  account  of  floods  and  the  jteo- 
ple  are  absolutely  without  food. 
The  winter  has  not  more  than  half 
passed  yet  they  are  already  eat- 
ing the  barks  of  trees  and  those 
who  can  get  them  are  eating  po- 
tato leaves  and  vines.  Of  course, 
many  are  dying  every  hour  and 
yet  the  worst  has  not  yet  come, 
as  after  a while  there  will  be 
nothing  at  all  to  sustain  life  ex- 
cept what  the  missionaries  and 
Chinese  officials  will  be  able  to 
get  to  them. 

A letter  was  recently  received 
from  Rev.  Wade  I).  Bostick  a 
missionary  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Boartl  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  who  is  in  the  famine 
district  asking  for  missionaries  to 
come  and  help.  Mr.  Bostick  is 
a North  Carolinian.  His  letter 
is  dated  January  5th  and  among 
other  things  he  says: 

“The  need  of  your  coming  is 
so  great  that  it  is  well  nigh  out 
of  the  question  for  me  to  tell  you 
how  badly  you  are  needed.  The 
suffering  as  this  cold  weainer 
comes  on  is  almost  beyond  descrip- 
tion. I am  the  only  evangelical 
missionary  in  my  district  until 
you  reach  the  Presbyterians,  who 
are  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles 
away.  It  will  be  impossible  for 
much  to  be  done  unless  others 
come  to  help  distribute  food.  The 
dead  from  cold  and  hunger  are 
found  daily  on  the  streets.  The 
Catholic  missionary  and  I have 
been  asked  to  co-operate  with  the 
gentry  in  the  distribution  of  $20,- 
000  (Mex.)  which  has  already 
been  sent.  We  are  obliged  to

Upon  the  receipt  of  this  letter 
one  of  our  Laiehofu  missionaries 
— Rev.  J.  V.  Dawes — arranged  to 
go  to  the  famine  district,  hut  just 
as  he  was  ready  to  leave  Mrs. 
Dawes  became  ill  and  he  was  com- 
pelled to  remain.  He  hopes,  how- 
ever, to  leave  in  the  next  few 
days.  A letter  from  Pingtu  says 
that  Rev.  J.  C.  Owen,  formerly  of 
North  Carolina,  expects  to  go 
within  a few  weeks,  as  soon  as 
the  schools  at  Pingtu  get  iu  good 
working  order  after  the  Chinese 
New  Year  Holidays.

member  that  their  forefathers 
have  been  practicing  this.  They 
accept  and  continue  their  hea- 
then worship  and,  too,  the  chil- 
dren are  taught  these  practices 
from  infancy,  and  the  Chinese 
are  not  a people  who  reason  much, 
but  practice  all  kinds  of  incon- 
sistencies, many  of  them  holding 
portions  of  the  beliefs  of  two  or 
more  of  the  great  heathen  relig- 
ions. 

For  a month  or  more  refugee* 
have  been  coining  by  here  from 
the  Anhwei  Province,  in  Central 
China,  where  the  famine  is  rag- 
ing. All  of  them  are  poor  and 
come  to  the  gates  of  the  mission- 
i Ties’  homes  to  beg  for  food,  and 
clothing  and  money.  This  af- 
ternoon there  were  twenty-five  of 
them  at  the  gate  when  Dr.  Gaston 
and  I returned  from  a walk.  All 
are  very  poor  and  are  scantily 
clad  though  the  weather  has  been 
severe.  Women  have  their  ba- 
bies bound  to  their  bodies  inside 
their  clothing  that  the  little  ones 
may  not  freeze.  They  an*  mate 
ing  their  way  to  where  employ- 
ment of  some  kind  may  be  nad. 
Last  Sunday  morning  I came  upon 
a family  upon  the  road  consist- 
ing of  father,  mother  and  three 
children.  The  father  was  push- 
ing a wheelbarrow  upon  which
